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PROGRAM  NOTES:  once  again  we  tackle  the  early-evening  weekday  scheduling,  with 
results  herein  discernible.  The  last  shift  seems  to  have  elicited  some  unusually  heavy 
protests.  Perhaps  the  only  solution  that  will  satisfy  everyone  (?)  would  be  to  have  all 
our  music  programs  used  as  background  to  all  our  talk  programs,  or  vice-versa.  Once 
again  (shudder!)  comments  will  be  welcomed. 

We  are  fortunate  to  have  obtained  the  services  of  Alfred  and  Judy  Hudson,  who 
take  over  the  Ethnic  Music  programs  beginning  February  19th.  Al  is  both  a  musicolo- 
gist and  anthropologist;  Judy  is  a  musician;  both  have  lively  and  penetrating  interests 
in  the  field  of  music  of  various  cultures,  and  its  interrelation  with  the  other  aspects  of 
the  respective  societies.  Included  in  their  series  will  be  a  large  number  of  in-the-field 
recordings  in  the  archives  of  various  institutes,  which  are  not  available  on  commercial 
recordings.  We  also  begin,  in  this  Folio,  a  new  series  devoted  to  the  modern  jazz  scene, 
conducted  by  Philip  F.  Elwood;  this  series  will  be  heard  on  Thursday  nights  at  9:30, 
while  Phil's  "Jazz  Archives"  moves  back  to  Tuesdays  at  9:15.  The  Chamber  Jazz  con- 
certs, which  are  selected  by  our  versatile  music  assistant  Loren  Rush,  will  now  be  heard 
weekly,  on  Monday  nights  at  11 :15.

"Steps  toward  Peace,"  two  groups  of  speeches  recorded  at  the  famous  seminar 
held  last  August  at  Bern,  Switzerland,  will  be  heard  on  Thursday  nights,  February  19 
and  26,  at  8:30.  This  seminar  was  organized  by  a  large  number  of  world  leaders,  acting 
as  private  citizens.
